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"100,000 Immigrants. ( 

"Zionist conspirators want 50 million dollars 
contributions for the year 1959 from the U. S. public . , 
this against 20 million Israeli pouncPfrom Israeli*s— 
public. Also special funds will be raised for trans¬ 
ferring the 100,000 immigrants from Eastern Europe to 
new colonies ready for them in the Negev desert, and on 
the plains cf Galilee. 

"This is the color of the new conspiracy 
that beckoned clearly over the last few weeks. And 
this is the phony technique executed by 'the World Zionist 
forces* to confront the mounting force of Arab Nationalism 

"This, however, does not mean that conspiracies 
lies and deceit are new to Zionism in America; the 
new thing actually is the strong opposing current which 
ZioniEin facer these days on the same battleground which 
It considered an open territory for itself and its 
intentions. , 


"A New Element. 

"This opposing current to Zionism, emerges in 
the form of American Organizations fighting Zionism; they 
move to unravel Zionist methods aimed at dominating 
America*s government structure, its economic and military 
organizations. These organizations proceed to give facts, 
names and figures to the American public; truths to the 
lies which the American public was surrounded with. 

"The forees of Zionism thought at the 
beginning that this news current is nothing but a mere 
summer <3bud which will quickly disappear, but the 
surprise was much more than they expected; for it was 
evident that this cloud was made out of thick layers that 
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"accumulated over the years and then thunder and 
lightning- came and it rained flooding and carrying in 
its path all the fences erected by Zionism between 
the American people and truths. Thus the truth was 
unveiled and exposing the dangerous face of Zionism 
after it brazenly ruled. 

"Behind The Campaign Which Accuses 
Gamal Abdel Nasser Of Dynamiting Jewish 
Temples. 

"306 Zionist Organizations 

"Cver 306 ZioniBt organs working in America 
for Israel moved to crush the hand which caused the 
•phony veil' to drop. The ‘secret High Committee 1 , 
representative body of all these organizations, met to 
discuss the subjeot and came eut with the following 
result: that everything said by the organizations 
opposing Zionism were truths and facts. 

"That all these organizations have their 
position of respect in the minds of the American people 
and are not to be maligned. 

"That the purpose of these campaigns is 
awakening the public and responsible men in the White 
House to the seriousness of the situation and nothing 
more. 

"Planned Impetus. 

"In concluding it appeared to the Zionists that 
this impetus is purposeful, moved by a foreign hand, 
towards a specific purpose. Since these anti-Zionist 
organizations were anti-Oommunist they had to affiliate this 
hand with a ncn-Communist element; for Zionism believed 
these organizations were trying t» fight their destructive 
activity and change America's policy. 
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"An idea for a new conspiracy against the 
U.A.R. loomed in an inquisitive manner: * why can’t we 
say that Nasser is director of this campaign against 
Zionism? and why can’t we say that he is in contact 
with all these organizations attacking Israel?’ 

"The lines of the campaign were drawn and 
completed in this fashion. The forces of Zionism 
proceeded to action; its action was channeled towards 
two goals: 





"1. Campaigning for a huge budget to be 
obtained through contrioutions, especially now that 
strong opposition became apparent inside the Zionist 
groups for the levied taxes collected yearly for Israel. 

"2. Meeting the disturbance created far 
Zionism in America among itself over the last two years; 
and giving all Zionists a picture endangering the very 
existence of the organization. 

"Disagreements: 

"Zionism suffered divergent opinions soon 
after the creation of Israel; particularly on such 
important problems, as the position of Jews in the 
various countries towards the Zionist movement. Should 
Zionism be the primary or only representative body for 
one Israeli State; should it be the only agent for 
Israel overseas; should it campaign to spread Zionist 
doctrines; is a Zionist’s ultimate goal migrating to 
Israel; and what position should be taken towards all 
other Zionist organizations outside Israel? 
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"Israel views the Jews of the world completely, 
different than the Jews of the werld view Israel. 

Israel considers world Jewry responsible for financing 
it and aiding it in international relations. Israel 
considers the World Zionist Organization has completed 
Its primary task by the establishment of the Israeli 
State; and that it is Israel*s responsibility alone, 
to direct Jews all over the world; for Israel considers 
herself the official representative of all Jews. 


"Ben-Gurion•s Plans. 

"This matter of representation raised a 
serious disagreement between the rulers of Israel 
and the Zionist leaders. 

"Mr. Ben Gurion found It necessary to have 
a strong Zionist movement In the V.S.A., but its strength 
should be confined to Its own affairs, and not have 
special rights or privileges In the Israeli Government. 

"Mr. Ben Gurion saw Zionism's primary duty as 
strengthening loyalty among all Jews towards Judaism; 
the spreading of the Hebrew Language amongst them, and 
the strengthening of their emotional ties with Israel. 

But as Jews living outside Israel, they have nothing to 
say on matters undertaken by the Israeli Government. 


"Development of Crisis. 

"Zionist leaders in America headed by 
Nahum Goldman held completely different views; even 
though both agreed on the necessity of having a strong 
Zionist authority In America. 

"Differences intensified in the years following 
1950; and Jewish elements in the United States found it nec¬ 
essary to reconsider its position with regards to 
Israel. Some voices said, thac JeWa do not have any specific 
obligations towards the new state and therefore they are 
not required to contribute to it.

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"This policy was warmly endorsed by most Jews In 
America, particularly capitalist investors pressured by Israel 
to invest in the Negev and Galilee districts. 

"These differences crystalized during the last year, 
and became a huge problem threatening the internal structure 
of the Zionist organization in America; thus necessitating 
quick action to face the problems, at any cost, before it 
explodes. 

"Secret Of The Surprise. 

"As a result of the campaign against its activity in 
the U.S.A., Zionism shivered, and relieved of duty Its higher 
leadership led by Sherman Adams, Bernard Baruch, Sidney 
Weinberg, and Max Rabb. Zionism decided to destroy this 
.campaign at any cost, and in any fashion so that its secrets 
will not be exposed to American public opinion. 

"Detailed secrets revealing Zionist objectives 
and methods in America, even though remote from America's 
foreign policy, meant one serious thing and that is 'domination 

"Zionist Influence. 

"It was explained, without equivocation, that Zionism 
influences everything in America and directs it to suit Its 
purposes.

"5. The United Nations Itself and its offices and 
actions In an indirect way are under its influence.

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"Propaganda Method. 

'■'Mod: serious of all is having the press subjected 
to Zionist Influences. Zionists' activity in America is 
confined to utilizing the means of press and propaganda to the 
utmost advantage. 

"The leadership of the secret Zionist organization 
saw the mind as the primary mover of any internal or foreign 
policy. Therefore it sought thought control to gain direction 
of action. 


"The number of Zionist newspapers and magazines 
published in the U.S.A. is 213 and this number) naturally, 
does not include magazines issued quarterly, periodical 
propaganda publications and radio and T.V. speeches. Zionist 
activity is centered in New York, where 123 publications are 
published. 


"These facts clarify the extent of the Zionist's 
influence and its propaganda in the largest city in America. 

They reveal the tremendous possibilities it controls in the 
field of world politics, and its ability to direct public 
opinion in the U.S.A. 

"Heading the list of directing Zionist policy in 
America is Mr. John Gates who is the .responsible official inside 
the Secret Zionist Organization in this regard (propaganda). 
Another is Mr. Murray Snyder who controls public relations 
channels in the American Government, which includes press, 
radio and television. 

"America today has thirty million T.V. sets, all receiving 
programs coming to it from television stations controlled by 
wealthy Zionists in America. 

" A point in particular is evident here when a national 
broadcasting station named ’Mottwall' (could be M.O.T.O.L) was 
refused a license by the Government because Mr. Murray Snyder 
^realized that this station was not under, the influence of Zionist 
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"bankers and therefore it would be an independent element in 
directing public opinion. Mr. Snyder acted, bribes were 
paid, obstacles were placed until the project was dropped.

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"Another is the newspaper 'Mizrahi' which is 
associated with the Mizrahi organization and is evangelistic. 

"In addition to the above-mentioned papers are most 
of the major American newspapers controlled by Zionism 
through the bankers. 

"Plans and Direction 

"Zionist forces in the U.S.A.have 306 organizations 
with thousands of branches all over the country. Most; of these 
organizations are in New York active in defense, political, 
social,eduoatipnaD, aid religious affairs in conjunction with 
serving Israel anu Zionist activity. All of the above-mentioned 
institutions are under their influence. 

"Major Institutions. 

"Heading the religious institutions is the Zionist 
Organization of America. Its organization undertakes the major 
tasks of the Zionist movement, political and social. 

"The Z’.O.A. adopted this name when it replaced the 
American Zionists Union in 1917 and extended ivo membership 
to individuals rather than organizations. 

"The mysterious policy of this organization is based 
on the principle of dividing the U.S. A. ±xo regional sections, 
called districts, and into smaller branch units called headquarters. 
These in turn perform the requested action in all the large 
American cities. 



"400,000 Members. 

"The Z.O.A. has a pyramid-like structure, with head¬ 
quarters in New York and branches out to the smallest unit. The 
organization's president serves a two year term for not more than 
two terms.

"The Hadassah Organ, is a Zionist wcmen^B group, aiming 
at domination of America's women. 

"Hadassah began 46 years ago, under the leadership 
of Hezita Zold and twelve other Jewish women. 

"Hadassah started out under the name of 'Daughters of 
Zion'. Its sphere of influence and Responsibilities increased 
over the years, so that today it hasT200 groups spread all 
over the U.S.A., Alaska and Puerto Rico, wit4 .total membership 
of 300,000 women. 
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"Primary Task: Israel. 



"Primary task of Hadassah is spreading propaganda 
in America on Israel, through social endeavors; and explaining 
through persuasion the meaning of Zionism to Jewish women. 


"Hadassah's influence extends to Israel where it 
operates all general health programs and sheltering of European 
Jewish refugees. 


‘‘Hadassah is considered one of the largest sources 
of contribution. Beth old and now Hadassah's contributions in 
ore year totaled over 290 thousand dollars. 

"It appears at first glance that these Organizations 
are controlled by Nahum Goldman, who is head of the Zionist 
Organization; the truth however is to the contrary. 

"There is a very secret organ, known only to few 
people throughput the world, v/hich leads, dominates and directs 
not only the Z'.O.A'. and not only the World Zionist Organizations 
but also rules the economics, the policies and thought through¬ 
out the world.
